How far the people of the Pacific 


Island of Guam have progressed In the 
process of Americanization Is ludlcat- 
ed lu the current Issue of the Guam 
News Letter, copies of which have re- 
cently reached Seattle. 
The Island, 


which Is our cable outpost for tho 
Philippine islands and the Orient, is 
governed by Capt Roy C. Smith of the 
American navy, under the oversight 
of 
the 
navy department. Captain 


Smith seems to be developing a very 
ardent band of Americanism among 
the Island people, who are known as 
Charnorros and have a strong admix- 
ture of Spanish blood. 


The News Letter describes the cele- 


bration of Washington's birthday in 
Guam, to which the people flocked 
from all parts of the island, coming 
by launch, owing to the absence of 
any island highway system. The pro- 
ceeds 
of the 
various enterprises, 


amounting to $1.370.50, were donated 
to the Red cro&* and we gather that 
the program of amusement was purely 
American. For instance, the "hot dog" 
stand realized §108.94; Butler's soda, 
§138.50; knock the cat down, $112.07; 
the moving picture show, $75.90; the 
jitney dance, $45.69; wheel of fortune, 
$o50.10; lemonade stand, $772.93; base- 
ball game, $16.40. From all sources 
the Red Cross received $1,500, and 
subscriptions were given for $50,000 
in Liberty bonds. 


•More than this, the island militia 


had its first parade. Some time ago 
Governor Smith put into effect a uni- 
versal military training law at the re- 
quest of the people, this being the 
first portion of American territory in 
which such a law has been made ef- 
fective. 
There are 1,000 militiamen, 


the government supplying guns and 
ammunition and the regular khaki uni- 
form of the United States army. Seven 
per cent of Guam's population is in 
the militia, at which rate, if we of the 
mainland kept up with the Chamorros, 
we should have an army of 7,000,000

populace.

CHAPTER XI. 


Action at the Dardanelles.

FRUIT RAISING. 


For some years agricultural au- 


thorities have been urging farmers 
to plant more fruit orchards of all 
kinds. Enormous quantities of fruit 
trees have been put in. Some farm- 
ers think the tiling has been over- 
done. 
They 
fear 
that when all 


these young orchards mature, they 
will produce 
more 
fruit than the 


The foreign market for our fruit 


is largely cut off by the war. Fruit 
is bulky stuff to transport across the 
ocean. 
Yet with this decline of ex- 


pore trade, fruit still continues high 
priced. 
There has been no over- 


production so far. 


People are substituting fruit for 


other articles of diet. 
Many use it 


for desserts, 
taking 
the 
place of 


rich puddings, pies, and cakes that 
take wheat 
flour, 
sugar and eggs, 


all of which are scarce and costly. 
This makes a new demand on the 
fruit supply, and 
absorbs any sur- 


plus. 


Fruit orchards provide a regular 


harvest with a minimum of labor. 
The thing that deters many farmers 
from planting them, is that it takes 
time for them to mature. 
People 


like quick results, and hate to put 
money and effort into a thing that 
will not bring them a product that 
very same year. But a growing fruit 
orchard is always an asset. 


The agricultural authorities should 


make a survey of the probable fruit 
production at 
periods five or ten 


years from now, 
when 
young or- 


chards recently set out will come to 
the full bearing period. 
Then the 


farmers could see whether there was 
any chance of over-production. It 
seems probable that the young or- 
chards now coming along will do no 
more than take care of the new de- 
mand created by increase of popula- 
tion. 
If this is correct judgment, 


the farmer should keep adding to his 
own and community wealth by plant- 
iii^ more fruit trees.

' "Has only one chance in 500 of 
losing a limb.

"Is freer from disease in the army 


than in ci\il life 


"Has better medical care at the 


front than at home 


"In other wars from ten to fifteen 


men died from disease to one from 
bullets. 


"This war is less wasteful of life 


than any other in history, although

In fact 
this was the reason that Zanesville 
was selected for the convention this 
year, in order that this body might 
pay tribute to the memory of Denis 
Hayes.

Glass Bottle Blowers' 
association 


will be in charge of the program at 
the cemetery. 
Preceding the cere- 


monies there, the big parade of the 
labor unions and the delegates will 
be held at 1:30 o'clock. The Armco 
and the Old Seventh bands will fur- 
iflsh music for the procession. 
The 
parade will march to Mt. Calvary 
where the program is to be opened 
by a selection by the band. Rev.

The Denis A. Hayes monument 


will be the most massive memorial 
stone ever placed on a local ceme- 
tery, the eiititre setting weighing 
more than 37 tons or 74,000 pounds. 
It is in three pieces, two base stones 
and an upright mass of granite. The 
bases are already placed in position. 
They weigh 10 tons a piece and the 
McMasters 
company, 
who 
is 
in 


charge .of the erection encountered 
a hurculean task in getting them up 
the steep hill. The third stone which 
weighed 17 tons is the largest single 
piece every placed in a Zanesville 
cemetery. 
So heavy was it that it 


sank the broad wheels of a rein- 
forced wagon deep into the hard 
roadway of the cemetery and it be- 
came necessary to take the stone the 
greater part of the distance up the 
hiil on rollers. It will be placed in 
position today. 


The monument typifies the life of 


Denis Hayes, who started life 'carry- 
ing in' in the local glass plant and 
who rose to the highest position in 
the glass industry and to one of the 
highest places in the estimation of

The monument stands on 


one of the Highest points in the city, 
in 
beautiful 
Mt. Calvary, 
where 


Hayes was buried with impressive 
ceremonies in January, 1917. La- 
bor's intention to erect a memorial 
that would fittingly represent the 
fallen leauer. was announced in a 
short time after his death and a 
fund subscribed and a committee ap- 
pointed to prepare for erecting it. 


The sessions of the convention

Would Not Tolerate Sedition. 


By the act of the New York legisla- 


ture of March 30, 1781. provision was 
made to punish more effectually adher- 
•cnts to the king. It enacted thot any- 
one who preached, taught, spoke, 
wrote, or printed that thfi kinc of 
Great Britain had dominion in New 
York or who seduceo the jilleeiance 
of anyone in thp state was guilty of
